A 35-year-old Anglican Church minister has 
been given a suspended sentence and 30 
months probation after pleading guilty to .sex- 
ually assaulting two younjjjbays. 

Rev. A Ibert Kenn ct b<JuiiK cng; pastor nf .SL 
James * lie Apostle Angncan uiurch in Shaion, 
56 kilometres (35 miles) north of Metro, ycsier- 
day pleaded guilty to the indecent assault of a 
13-year-oid boy last November and to the sex- 
ual assault of an I I -year-old boy last month. 

A York Regional Police officer found Jungr 
ers seated on a mattress in a bush area near 
I he reservoir, fondling the boy's genital area,, 
court was told. 

Leave of absence 

When news reports of the charge appeared, a 
1 3-year-old boy told his parents the minister 
had assaulted him seven months earlier. 

Defence attorney Bruce McChesney said 
Jungcrs had an enforced leave of absence since 
the charges were laid and that he had* volun- 
tarily resigned his position as district chaplain 
for the Boy Scouts of Canada. 

iVlcChcsncy said Jungcrs "sees himself basi- 
cally as a bisexual, but does not see himself as a 
pedophile." He said Jungcrs 1 sexual orientation 
was homosexual until his marriage 13 years 
ago. 

"If I had to pick a background Lo destroy a 
human being or create a criminal mind, I 
could not pick a better one than Mr. JungersV* 
McChesney said. He explained how the 
Chicago-born, landed immigrant's parents had 
separated when he was 4, how his father had 
died soon after, and how his mother had be- 
come an alcoholic prostitute who remarried 
six times before Jungers left home at 17. 

ULshop Arthur Brown testified, "we will 
work very hard lo do everything we ran to 
h;iw a plan- for him (in Urn church)/* and to 
help .lunger • come to terms with his problems.
